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RESTRICTION OF RIBBON DEVELOPMENT. 


August 30 1935 





N August 2, the Restriction of Ribbon Develop- 
() ment Act, 1935, received the Royal Assent, 
and before long we shall be in a position to 

judge as to the effectiveness or otherwise of 


the new measure. 

It will be remembered that the Bill proposed two 
separate forms of restriction of ribbon development, 
firstly, by giving the highway authority power to adopt 
standard widths for roads—such standard widths 
varying from 60, 80, 100 up to 160 feet—and, secondly, 
by requiring that all development along the frontages 
of classified roads within 220 feet from the middle 
of the road, including any building or laying out of 
access roads or drives, should be to the approval of 
the highway authority. This restriction may also, by a 
resolution of the highway authority, approved by the 
Minister of Transport, be extended to any road not at 
present classified. Exemption for certain works re- 
quired for agricultural purposes is, of course, given, 
but apart from this the general principle of the Act 
is that’ all development alongside or close to our high- 
ways must receive the approval of the highway authority. 
‘The all-important provision, however, for compensation 
in respect of any injurious affection will, in the majority 
of cases, deter the highway authority from refusing 
consent or even from attaching conditions for any but 
a very reasonable set-back of building line. 

From the flourish of trumpets which heralded the 
Act, it might be thought that the Government had 
once and for all settled that ribbon development should 
be no more. All that has,been accomplished is to give 
the highway authority an opportunity of refusing or 
controlling such development in cases where they 
are prepared to pay the necessary compensation. 
Such cases are likely to be very few, but one consequence 
of the Act may well be that, rather than enter into a 
long and possibly fruitless series of appeals and arbi- 
trations, land-owners will be disposed to make 
considerable concessions in the way of building lines 
and supplementary service roads. 

We fear, however, that without much more definite 
support than the lip-service which has been given 
in Government circles, the Act will not be of the service 
which it might have been had the necessary financial 
backing been provided. As it is, it is regrettable that 
before the Act itself was available in printed form 
‘the Ministry of Transport should have lent itself to 
‘the issue of a memorandum, described as an explanatory 
circular, which does anything but explain the true 
position. The memorandum itself admits that “it is 
in no sense a full description of the Act, but may help 
to explain briefly how it affects persons who own or 
occupy land. For the precise effect of the Act, re- 
ference must be made to the terms of the Act itself.” 

Not a word is said as to possible compensation which 
may have to be paid by the local authority and not a 
word as to the fact that no Government help or assistance 
may be expected, except possibly with regard to the pre- 
scription of a “standard width.’ The impression evi- 
-dently intended to be given by the circular is that it is 
unlawful to make any building, other than a purely agri- 
cultural building, within 220 feet of the middle of any 
classified road, or to make any new means of access to 
such road. It is true that the sentence leads off with 


“except as explained below,” but the only explanation 
given is that the permission of the highway authority 
shall be sought in writing. Forms of application for such 
consent are appended and the off-hand way in which 
these are drawn up is amusing, as for instance: “If 
you can attach a map, put on it a X or other clear 
mark to show the position.” As to height and size, 
“If you can attach a plan, say as on plans attached.” 
The local authority are hardly likely to be able to 
give a decision without something much more definite 
than this in the way of a plan, and where the highway 
authority and the planning authority are different 
bodies, it behoves each of them to consult the other 
in all such cases, so that to obtain a decision may take 
considerable time. 


It is the duty of the authority to keep a register of 
persons who claim to be owners or occupiers of land 
within 220 feet of their roads so that notices of any 
further restrictions brought into force may be sent to 
all those on the register. Any owner or occupier of 
such land may claim to be put on the register, and a 
form of postcard is even supplied for this. The casual 
reader may be impressed and perhaps convinced by 
the completeness of the red tape and formalities, although 
the more observant may be inclined to marvel at the 
large-scale omissions in what purports to be an official 
explanation of an important Act of Parliament. 


The fact remains that no one will be able to erect 
or alter a building within 220 feet of the middle of a 
classified road, or any other road to which the restric- 
tions may be applied, without the written consent of the 
highway authority. . Consent, however, cannot be un- 
reasonably withheld nor made subject to unreasonable 
conditions. The same restrictions apply to the making 
of any new road or drive leading into such a road. In 
addition to this, the highway authority may decide to 
fix a startdard width within which no permanent 
excavation or other works will be allowed without 
consent. 


We are all in favour of the reasonable restriction of 
what has come to be known as “ ribbon development,”’ 
and the Act is undoubtedly on the right lines, so far 
as its intention goes. In this country, however, except 
by the good will of land-owners, nothing of any real 
value can be secured for nothing, and unless local 
authorities are prepared to pay, and in some cases pay 
heavily, the Act will not achieve the desired results. 
What is wrong about it is that the Road Fund con- 
tributions will, apparently, not be available to assist 
in the prevention of ribbon development, and that this 
task is left to the local ratepayer, if his council in their 
wisdom so decide. 


The fixing of a standard street width in any particular 
case will, no doubt, be a useful measure, but it will not 
prevent ribbon development. 


It is all to the good that, in determining the standard 
width, the highway authority and the Minister must 
take into account the requirements of all classes of 
traffic, including foot passengers and cyclists, and must 
also consider the provision of margins for the accom- 
modation éf horse riders and the driving of stock. 


The power of purchasing land within 220 yards from 
the middle of any road either by agreement or by com- 
pulsory purchase order, which is now conferred on 
highway authorities, has been possessed by the Treasury 
ever since the Development and Road Funds Act of 
1909, but, so far as we know, has never been utilised. 
Local authorities may now, if they choose, acquire 
up to this width for “ parkway ” purposes, and we hope 
that some at least will be sufficiently courageous to use 
this new power. 








NOTES 


At the present time, when 
architecture has a strong 
tendency towards extreme 
severity, we agree - with 
Mr. Aumonier’s letter in a 
recent issue advocating a greater use of 
sculpture, though not, we feel, to the 
extent to which carving and sculpture 
have been used in the past, often enough 
on an aiready over-decorated building, 
loaded with pedimented doors, win- 
dows and cornices. If the main front 
of an important building, when of an 
extremely severe character, were re- 
lieved by the addition of well-placed 
sculptured figures, it should add a 
note of distinction and character to the 
building, and overcome a monotony 
and dulness which time brings about 
on many modern structures. The cost 
should not be great. We do not 
advocate the use of eccentric or passing- 
vogue sculpture, but good, bold work of 
architectural character.

The 
present householders have not granted 
permission for that extension of the 
Museum building. Hence the delay in 
starting to build the new home for the 
famous Marbles, which, when rehoused, 
will be seen to infinitely better effect 
than at present. 


Tue Bishop of Gloucester 
has been appealing for 
funds in order to pull down 
the organ and choir screen 
which at present divide 
the Cathedral into two parts. In his 
view this obstruction placed across the 
entrance to the chancel is detrimental 
to the beauty as well as to the con- 
venience of the Cathedral. There have 
been some protests against touching or 
interfering in any way with the screen, 
which is, as a matter of fact, not old 
but dates from Victorian days. On 
this matter the Bishop of Gloucester 
explains that originally the Cathedral 
was constructed as the place of worship 
for a body of monks. When it was 
transformed from a monastic church 
to a cathedral church, it became the 
place for a whole diocese to worship in, 
and it should have been and should now 
be adapted to its new purpose. It is 
suggested that, archeologically, it 
would be incorrect, and that the great 
builders of the Middle Ages were never 
hampered by a foolish archeology. 
They adapted the Cathedral again and 
again to the new conditions, and every 
one of our cathedrals bears the mark of 
continual adaptation, and it is in that 
that their beauty consists. “ If we are 
true to the traditions of the Cathedral,”

no doubt, to various causes, such as the 
tariff in the district, price restrictions 
regarding fittings, or personal views of 
architects, builders and local authori- 
ties ; it is, therefore, hoped that, by an 
analysis of existing conditions, some 
recommendations, both practicable and 
economical, may be forthcoming.

no idea that building was a lucrative 
source for the ‘“racketeer.” But, 
according to The Times, “Control 
of the building trades in New York 
by racketeers has been notorious for 
years. There was a period during 
which practically no new skyscraper 
could be erected in New York without 
payment of tribute. This was and is 
still in many instances a ‘ fixed charge ’ 
taken into consideration by contractors 
in reckoning their costs. The steel 
stone-masons, and _ other 
workers on the job do not share in 
the ill-gotten gains. They are merely 
pawns in the game of racketeering. 
Members of building trade unions 
controlled by ‘boss racketeers’ have 
learned that it is ‘ theirs not to reason 
why’ when they receive an order to 
strike. They may be satisfied with 
their wages and hours, but when the 
call comes to ‘down tools’ they obey 
immediately ; the ‘man higher up’ 
has encountered unexpected opposition 
to his demand for tribute and is giving 
the owners or contractors a bit of 
‘discipline.”” This appears to be 
one American building custom that we 
can do without !

Those who know the ‘‘ George and Vuli- 
ture ’’ chop-house in Birchin-lane, Cornhill, 
will hear with regret that, on the expiry of 
the lease in March, 1937, this famous tavern 
will be demolished to make way for an office 
building. The interest of the building is 
almost entirely antiquarian, for architec- 
turally the chop-house is of little interest. 
But a stay ot over six centuries, even includ- 
ing the rebuilding, entitles any structure to 
respect, especially when the names of 
Chaucer, Steel, Addison, Swift, Defoe and 
Dickens are intimately associated with it.

The Need for Planning. 


Sir Fabian Ware, President of the Glouces- 
tershire branch of the Council for the Preser- 
vation of Rural England, opened on Monday 
the exhibition -of international architecture 
at the Royal West of England Academy, 
Bristol. One of the exhibition’s main objects, 
he said. was to promote the idea of planning, 
for architecturally the greatest sin of the 
generation was the amount of unplanning 
that had been done. The exhibition pointed 
the road, straight and narrow, to salvation 
along lines of planning. By June of this 
year, of the 37,000,000 acres possible in Eng- 
land and Wales, only 150,000 had planning 
schemes which had passed their final stages. 
They had looked with great hope on the 
Ribbon Development Bill, but since it became 
law it was clear that it was no short cut to 
victory. They were driven back again to the 
slow, slogging educational work which they 
had been carrying on in the past. They had 
to go back to it and endeavour not to be 
disheartened.

OBITUARY. 


Hugh Thomson, J.P. 

Mr. Hugh Thomson, who has died at Salt- 
coats, Ayr, was 73 years of age. For a long 
period he practised in Saltcoats, where he 
designed many buildings. 

Thomas H. Fleeming. 

Mr. Thomas Henry Fleeming, who has died 
in his eighty-seventh year, was from 1873 
to 1928 associated as part-time architect 
with Wolverhampton School Board and Edu- 
cation Committee, and during that period he 
designed the whole of the rate-provided ele- 
mentary schools in the borough, as well as, 
in conjunction with Colonel Lowbridge, the 
county architect, the Girls’ High School and 
Wolverhampton and Staffordshire Technical 
College. He designed also the former School 
Board offices in Stafford-street, the Municipal 
Secondary School, the Intermediate School 
(formerly the Pupil Teachers’ Centre), the 
Blue Coat School (now the offices of the 
Education Committee), Barclays Bank in 
Lichfield Street and several voluntary schools. 


Harry Quick. 

Mr. Harry Quick, who has died at the age 
of 77, had been an architect in Coventry for 
45 years. Of a Devonshire family, he was 
articled to Mr. Donelly, of Coventry. Mr. 
Quick designed many buildings for business 
firms in the city, as well as a large number 
of houses. He was responsible for several 
large factories in the city, including the 
works of Messrs. Courtaulds, Ltd., Messrs. 
White and Pope’s factory in Holbrooks-lane, 
while during the War he was architect for 
the Hotchkiss et Cie, now the Morris, Works 
in Gosford-street. Coventry Police-station 
was erected to the designs of Mr. Quick, who 
was placed first in the competition. 

Frank Macey. 

Mr. Percy L. Marks writes :—I have re- 
ceived news from the family in Canada tell- 
ing me of the death on August 18 of my old 
friend, Frank Macey, at the age of 70. Mr.

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THE TREND OF MODERNISM 


By MANNING ROBERTSON, F.R.1.B.A., M.R.I.A.1. 


Proressor Gropius has given us a book* 
of considerable interest, not only in its plea 
for modernism in design, but in the account 
6f the Bauhaus, its aims and objects. He 
explains, at the outset, that ‘‘ a breach has 
been made with the past . . . the morphology 
of dead styles has been destroyed, and we 
are returning to honesty of thought and feel- 
ing.”’ This is generally admitted to be the 
aim of modernism, but it is of interest to note 
that modernism is itself adopting a stylistic 
uniform of which the chief characteristic is 
the flat roof. Professor Gropius gives six 
practical reasons for its use in dwelling-houses. 
The average architect hesitates for two 
reasons—equally practical, and hence equally 
‘“modern’”’: (a) The difficulty of ensuring 
against leaks, (6) the thermal conductivity 
of the flat roof. Each of these can be over- 
come by running into additional cost, but this 
is precisely what the average client wishes 
to avoid. As regards the use of the flat 
roof as a garden or sun loggia, this is of 
value under crowded conditions, but is quite 
useless where there is a garden which can 
give the same benefits, and shelter from the 
wind at the same time, without running into 
the cost of stairways, parapets, etc. Tf 
efficiency and structural truth are the watch- 
words of modernism, then the pitched roof, 
in these islands, must be ‘‘ modernistic ’’ and 
the flat roof becomes the characteristic of a 
‘* style.”? This is by no means an academic 
point, neither does it rule out the flat roof for 
special cases; but it shows that, let us say, 
the Ministry of Health type plans are as 
modernistic as is the house of Professor 
Gropius himself, where he has met his own 
requirements—presumably with the greatest 
efficiency. 

Professor Gropius was one of the pioneers 
in freeing architecture from a _ host of 
meaningless conventions, and his work in 
collaboration with Adolf Meyer, at the 
Werkbund Exhibition at Cologne in 1914 
was a remarkable forerunner to much that is 
best in post-war work. « One of the difficulties 
which faces the modernist is that of detach- 
‘ing a design from its association with novel 
effect and general newness. M. Dudok’s 
Town Hall at Hilversum gave the architect 
splendid opportunities. In conception, pro- 
portion and ornament it must always remain 
a great achievement—perhaps as perfect a 
work of art as ‘‘ modernism ”’ has yet pro- 
duced; but can one say the same of the 
tower, known as ‘‘ the Einstein Tower,’’ at 
Potsdam? To-day it no longer challenges 
astonishment; the bloom of youth has gone. 
Cracks on the surface suggest that materials 
have not been put to their best use, for if 
they had the surface would not be cracked. 
No doubt the buildings of many of us carry 
cracked rendering; but can we, at the same 
time, say that we comply with the modernist 
specification of efficiency and the best use of 
materials? This is taken as an example of 
one particular building which has many 
claims upon our attention and interest. 

We are prepared for modernism to be stark 
and somewhat forbidding; this has, to some 
extent, been accepted as the necessary 
stepping-off ground towards work of greater 
elaboration. In fact, it has too often pro- 
duced results which are singularly like the 
mid-Victorian factory or warehouse, where 
precisely the same qualities were looked for. 
The difference lay in the white coat of the 
modern building which, when it became 
grimy, left things as they were. These 
thoughts are prompted by Professor Gropius’ 
project for a group of ten-story blocks of 
dwellings. These gigantic blocks, with their 
ten bands of windows disappearing to a 
vanishing-point, fill us with amazement. 
Their dazzling cleanliness strikes into the 
future. But have they those lasting qualities 
that one must ask of true architecture—pro-

portion and interest? Bereft of their newness 
and the bloom of youth will they not appear 
as monotonous as the forty-foot by-law road 
with fifty identical houses on either side? 
Modernism will surely have to leave the 
strictly utilitarian road and give us variety 
and the right kind of ornament in the right 
place. lt cannot stay on the taking-off 
ground; it must take flight and set up 
some train of thought; its themes must have 
counterpoint and variations. The Professor’s 
Bauhaus principles aimed at precisely this, 
and it is a little disappointing not to a able 
to find much evidence of growth since the 
date of the Cologne Exhibition. The recon- 
struction of the Municipal Theatre at Jena, 
carried out in 1922, is a pleasant little exer- 
cise of great simplicity. On the other hand, 
the flats in Siemenstadt Siedlung, built in 
1929, while pleasantly designed, do not pro- 
vide enough character to carry them agree- 
ably through middle-age; they will be dour 
and forbidding companions. They are, of 
course, an advance upon our friends of the 
forty-foot by-law road, because, individually, 
they are admirably designed, but the eye 
longs for a little variety or change, and the 
older and more familiar they get the more 
barrack-like will they appear. The ‘‘ Copper- 
Plate houses,’’ designed for mass production 
in 1932, would make sociable little buildings, 
and it is to be hoped that the mass-produced 
parts can be put together in different ways 
to avoid monotony. 

Further consideration of Professor Gropius’ 
point of view will make us uneasy. Perhaps 
the fault in much modern work is, as Mr. 
G. K. Chesterton once put it, that architects 
do not sufficiently ‘‘ play the goat.” 
Edwardian speculative builders certainly 
“* played the goat,’’ but they played (and still 
play) the wrong kind of ‘ goat.’”? The man 
who tries to be funny, and fails, is worse 
than the solemn bore. Modernists are often 
solemn, and they have evoked an architec- 
tural Esperanto, so that a modern building 
in Cork might equally well be in Cologne or 
Hong Kong. Is it not possible to build up 
some kind of national dialect or flavour? Tihe 
difficulty in dealing with houses in these 
islands is that the slightest suggestion of 
the kind will send the speculative builder 
off, with whoops of joy, to find some floor 
boards with which to become dear Olde 
Tudor again. That is the only kind of 
““goat’”’ he plays. If, on the other hand, 
colour and texture were looked upon as suit- 
able media for experiment, we might eventu- 
ally find national preferences coming out and 
giving a country’s buildings some kind of 
national character. 

Professor Gropius tells us that ‘an 
accepted standard is always a formal common 
denominator of a whole period.’”? We see 
the truth of this if we consider, for example. 
the Georgian period where variety played 
its full part within the standard. One must, 
however, join issue with the Professor when 
he says that a prudent limitation of variety 
to a few standard types of building increases 
their quality, and tells us that ‘ diversity 
in their sizes provides the necessary modicum 
of variation.”” This means that all four- 
roumed houses would be identical—a frightful 
thought—and it leads to the identical qualities 
of the large units of flats which we have been 
considering. Perhaps the Professor does not 
really mean to go so far. At any rate, his 
book is highly thought-provoking and comes 
appropriately at a time when we can view 
the trend of modernism in the light of 
experience.

New Stained Glass. 

Sir,—An article on this subject in your 
last week’s issue makes strange reading 
to-day. The writer is, of course, entitled to 
his own views, nor are we _ concerned to 
criticise the examples to which he refers, but 
when he lays it down that the kind of stained 
glass he recommends is what we should look 
for in the art, such obscurantist views need 
prompt refuting. His argument appears to 
be that the artist should sink his personality 
and copy the old glass, which means, in fact, 
not only the rejection of the artist, but of 
the past as well. If the style of the 13th 
century is to be copied only by us, from 
what did the 13th century artists copy? If 
they were, instead, creating where Mr. Eden 
advises copying, the latter is advocating de- 
ception only, glass which is assuming to be 
what it is not, and contradicting the spirit 
of the old work, which was creative and full 
of personality. 

Le Mans Cathedral, in France, has a 
Gothic chancel, with Norman nave and 
transept, alien no doubt in style, but kindred 
in spirit. Yet they are completely reconciled, 
for the underlying spirit of the builders was 
the same; diversity of minds there may have 
been, but the same spirit was there. I could 
name numberless other examples of this 
variety in unity—of the examples of the 
harmony between different periods in glass 
and building. 

Now, Mr. Eden’s recipe for bringing the 
glass into harmony in the case he names— 
a modern “so-called ’’ Gothic church—is to 
pilfer from Chartres and Canterbury, and the 
hotch-potch thus created he describes as using 
the artist’s freedom ‘‘ wisely and with 
restraint.’”? Almost in the same breath we 
are told ‘‘ we cannot compete with them in 
the manner of their day,’’ yet we are advised 
to imitate them. Surely Mr. Eden’s good 
angel has been sleeping! 

And why is stained glass to be ancillary, 
or subordinate, to use a less pedantic phrase- 
ology? There is no first or last in art. 
Stained glass in the hands of the artist (and 
we are getting it out of other hands) should 
sustain an equal level of value with the archi- 
tecture itself, and a good architect wishes 
this to be so in the interests of his building. 

Why should we reject ourselves, or, rather, 
suffer rejection by the writer, and be no 
more than plagiarists, pilferers and imita- 
tors? In falling back on methods which can 
hardly reach results to be regarded as the 
art of stained glass at all, there is evidently no 
belief in the power of our own time to give 
good things. For to copy and patch together 
13th century, or other, ornament, torn from 
its context, is anything but what the author 
claims for it—‘‘ an example of wise restraint 
by the glass painter.” 

For myself, I can only feel sorry that 
stained glass executed under such restrictions 
should ever have passed as the art of stained 
glass at all. It is the enemy of all good 
work, and justifies, if they had any justifica- 
tion, the views advanced in certain quarters, 
that modern stained glass remains only as a 
survival, which in Mr. Eden’s opinion seems 
certainly to be the case. 

Every artist of taste and endowment exe- 
cuting glass will consider the architectural 
conditions within which he is working, and 
will adapt his work to them. That is his job; 
but this in no degree need limit his freedom 
to admit personality and creative achieve- 
ment. Mr. Eden’s alternative not only denies 
him these things, but altogether contradicts 
and misinterprets the nature of past achieve- 
ment in the art. 

This is all the more to be regretted when 
we are looking for more vision, for first-hand 
experience, in the artist; in fact, for that 
which gave the lustre to medieval achieve- 
ment. So that to be offered only this dreary 
and pedestrian alternative is, when we are 
asking for bread, to be given a stone.

LXXVIII.~—UNEMPLOYMENT AND PUBLIC 
WORKS. 


‘“* That greater courage should be shown in 
initiating a programme of public works to 
absorb the unemployed.” 

Sm,—At some length ‘‘ Positive ’’ appears 
to have produced an argument for the ‘‘ New 
Deal,’’ but we should not be stampeded by 
the length of his argument. This question of 
taking money out of one pocket and putting 
it into the other as a solution for the 
straitened circumstances of the community 
has been examined time and again, and even 
the Socialists tacitly passed over this remedy. 
A country is dependent upon its external 
trade balance for its wealth increase, and 
though internal measures may temporarily 
give the appearance of increasing prosperity, 
the effect must be illusory. This has been 
the conclusion of all capable business people of 
the times, and we surely waste time in ignor- 
ing the plain facts upon which this conclusion 
is based. 

The real problem in the matter of spending 
upon productive work is that there is bound 
to be a time-lag between the expenditure and 
the return. During this time-lag the capital 
so used must be rented just like any other 
piece of property; and there is no inex- 
haustible reservoir of public wealth from 
which this rent of money can be paid. To 
achieve this the credit of the country is 
strained to its utmost if the call is a heavy 
one, and if this strain is excessive the credit 
of the country is seriously disturbed, as was 
the case three or four years ago, and the 
whole balance of international trading upset. 
This arises out of fixed laws of finance and 
trade, setting a definite limit upon the enter- 
prise of a country, whether on the part of its 
individuals or out of public funds, and it re- 
lates to those most favourable enterprises 
which can be anticipated to bring in their 
fair return in due course. 

‘« Positive,’’ however, does not propose that 
the Government should deal at ail in produc- 
tive enterprise; he looks to what he calls 
‘* pick and shovel ”’ jobs, where no real mone- 
tary return is to be anticipated at any time. 
I have no doubt that he thinks that the works 
he would advocate could be merely. another 
way of spending unemployment benefit. Un- 
employment benefit is, in the first place, a 
debt from the State to the workmen, and a 
definite contract between them. The work- 
man pays a weekly contribution as an 
insurance against unemployment. There is 
no equity in the idea of a workman insuring 
against unemployment when unemployment is 
to be abolished in the way ‘“* Positive ”’ 
imagines it can be. If the risks of unemploy- 
ment were reduced to the extent which a 
successful solution of the problem on the lines 
suggested by ‘‘ Positive’’ might be expected 
to achieve, then obviously the contributions 
from the workmen would have to be reduced, 
according to the sound principles of the 
actuary. Away would go the funds which 
‘* Positive ’’ imagines would be available, 
unless he were content to alter the basic idea 
of unemployment insurance and make of it a 
form of direct taxation upon the workmen, a 
course which I venture to say would stand 
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very little chance of receiving the approval of 
the electorate. 

But let us assume that ‘‘ Positive’ can 
defy these principles, and that he has avail- 
able the resources of the unemployment fund 
to expend upon his “‘ pick and shovel ’”’ jobs. 
Such a scheme would depend entirely upon 
the possibility of employing otherwise unem- 
ployed people at no material increase in cost 
to the community. It is surely obvious that 
it must cost materially more to pay fair wages 
for work, to administer work, transport 
gangs, and provide the simple plant necessary, 
than to pay a relatively small weekly amount 
to unemployed persons. Where is this in- 
creased sum to be obtained? It can only be 
obtained out of the public purse by increased 
taxation. Increased taxation implies less 
money available for investment in private 
enterprise and the conditions, therefore, of 
increased unemployment. The snowball thus 
begins to gather, and cut of this apparently 
naive remedy there are all the seeds of a 
greater and more prolonged illness for the 
industrial life of the country. 

“Positive ’’ refers to his programme as 
‘‘ bravely conceived.’’ I prefer to describe 
it as foolhardily conceived.

_ Srir,—With all that “‘ Positive ’’ has to say 
in respect to the far-reaching effect of putting 


men back into employment, I agree, 
providing only that the result attained 
is an increase, and not merely a. re- 
distribution of the spending power of 


the community. And were we a self-support- 
ing nation, in the sense of not being depend- 
ent on imports purchased by exports, we could 
solve this problem by a continuous redistribu- 
tion of the tokens of exchange. Or to put it 
another way, we could fully employ all avail- 
able labour, most of it on the production of 
consumable goods, and the remainder on 
public works, without any irrecoverable ex- 
penditure, for no money would be lost or 
leave the country, but would merely continu- 
ously change hands. In a nutshell, we here 
have the solution repeatedly offered by the 
newer school of economists: But the difficulty 
is that for its application international agree- 
— is necessary, and that, as yet, is unattain- 
able. 

‘* Positive ’’ makes light of the difficulties of 
raising vast loans in markets lacking con- 
fidence. He points to the apparent ease with 
which both sides obtained supplies during the 
War. He ignores the humiliating position to 
which we were lately reduced, when, as 
the result of over expenditure, we were 
forced to apply to America for financial 
aid, and were roundly told that it 
would only be granted conditionally on 
our balancing our budget, by a _ reduc- 
tion of expenditure, and an increase in taxa- 
tion. In like manner he ignores the barrow- 
loads of German bank notes hawked in the 
gutters of Fleet-street. Like so many 
idealists, he grasps at anything that appears 
to lend support to his theory, without examin- 
ing it closely for flaws. Apparently he forgets 
that had the bankers and their customers re- 
fused to lend money freely, for the support of 
their side in the War, they might have been 
deprived of it, and left without money to 
lend, save or spend. Taxation is but a form 
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of forced loan, and ‘‘ Positive’ is apparently 
unalarmed at a huge prospective increase in it, 
but the voluntary lenders would look at it 
rather differently. 

“* Positive’s ’’ main plea is that the whole 
problem should be examined afresh. He 


seems to be unaware of the many 
unavailing efforts that have been mdtle 
in the past twenty years to find a 
practical solution. He either does not 


know, or ignores, the fact that the only point 
on which there is unanimity, is that national 
prosperity is dependent on a revival of world 
trade. It follows if this is accepted, that the 
solutions offered by the idealists depend on 
world-wide acceptance of their ideals. Some 
progress in this direction is being made, but 
it is at so slow a rate as to be barely per- 
ceptible. We can do little to hasten matters, 
and meanwhile to a limited extent public 
works provide a palliative, but in them we 
cannot find a complete cure. For that reason 
I prefer to accept the Government’s statement 
that money would be found ‘‘ for any well 
considered programme of public works ”’ at its 


face value.

CHANGES IN VENICE 


THouGH Venice still appears to be the most 
unchanged of all Italian towns, the Fascist 
‘‘ speeding-up ’’ and general efficiency is 
making itself felt. The greatest change has 
been the building of the three-mile-long 
‘‘ Auto Bridge ’’ connecting the city with 
the mainland. This has led to further 
developments. The cars had to be housed at 
the very entrance to the town, and there 
must be space for all residents’ cars as well 
as for those of visitors. The result is a 
magnificent garage—surely the finest in 
Europe—that on its six floors provides all 
the necessary room. Two spiral ramps for exit 
and entrance connect the stories. Like a 
great railway terminus, this monster garage 
holds, besides showrooms and workshops a 
restaurant, barber’s shop, newsagents’ stalls, 
etc. 

Another important innovation is the newly 
finished Short-cut Canal connecting the 
station and garage with St. Mark’s-square. 
Only motor-boat traffic is. allowed, and a 
great ‘‘ speeding-up’’ has been the result. 
Several small new bridges span this ‘‘ Canale 
Nuovo.” 

A 350-year-old tradition has been boldly 
broken by the construction over the Grand 
Canal itself of a great new bridge (near the 
station), the first permanent and monu- 
mental one since the sixteenth century Rialto 
Bridge. This station or ‘‘ Scalzi Bridge ” 
is thoroughly Venetian in style, but on some- 
what lighter lines. It is barely 80 cms. deep 
at the keystone and hides as little as possible 
of the neighbouring Scalzi and St. Simeon 
churches. Great trouble was caused by the 
foundations, which necessitated the use of 
thousands of piles of wood and cement. Some 
had to be screwed into place to avoid shaking 
foundations of nearby palaces and churches. 
There is no steelwork in the bridge, but a 
90-ton iron frame was used during construc- 
tion, and the canal was kept open to heavy 
traffic the whole time.

Midland Bank, King-street, Manchester. 


The new building for the Midland Bank, at 
Manchester, is situated on an island site at 
the top of King-street, and can be viewed 
from many different aspects, while the dome, 
the crown of which is 149 ft. above the street 
level, is clearly discernible from a consider- 
able distance. The bank has aimed through- 
out at providing a thoroughly modern struc- 
ture. 

Sir Edwin Lutyens, R.A., P.I.A.A.S., has 
been responsible for the design of the ex- 
terior and of the commodious banking hall, 
while the bank’s architects, Messrs. Whinney, 
Son and Austen Hall, have acted in conjunc- 
tion with him in planning the building and 
have supervised the construction which was 
undertaken by Messrs. Tinker and Young, 
Limited, of Manchester. 

The design is entirely centred round the 
lofty banking hall occupying the greater part 
of the ground floor and determining the posi- 
tion of the entrances both to the bank and 
the upper stories. The design of the exterior 
is similar on the three main fronts, and has 
been developed in an interesting manner with 
a series of steppings and set backs. The ex- 
terior is faced on all sides with Portland 
stone. The bank will occupy the basements, 
ground floor and mezzanine-gallery, while six 
upper floors: will be available for letting as 
offices, with accommodation for a caretaker 
on the seventh floor. . 

The banking hall on the . gone floor is 
33 ft. high with a large central space measur- 
ing 50 ft. sq. and entirely unimpeded by 
supports. Galleries have been formed on 
three sides between the outer walls and the 
white marble piers surrounding the central 
area. The intervening spaces are faced in 
American walnut, topped by ornamental iron 
balustrades. The plaster ceiling consists of 
a large circular moulded panel in the centre 
with a diameter of 23 ft. and set inside a 
square panel. From this the ceiling is 
vaulted down to the large piers surrounding 
the central space. The floor in the public 
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space has been covered with black rubber, 
with borders and bands of white marble to 
afford relief. The entrance to the offices on 
the upper floors is situated in Spring-gardens, 
and a marble-lined hall will give access to two 
fast-moving lifts serving those floors. 

The foundations have been carried far into 
the ground to allow of the construction of 
basements. The lower, containing large strong 
rooms for the bank’s use, is built with strong 
concrete walls, while this floor also houses 
the engineering plant for the entire building. 
In the upper basement is the safe deposit 
approached by a white marble staircase lead- 
ing from the banking hall.

Extensions to the Southern Railway Servants’ 
Orphanage, Woking. 

This Orphanage provides a home for the 
children of the men who have lost their 
lives in the service of the Southern Railway, 
and is financed by voluntary contributions 
from the Railway’s employees. 

The perspective view, drawn by Mr. Cyril 
A. Farey, shows the new south front to the 
road connecting the wings of the existin 
E-shaped block. The accommodation provide 
in the new building is for the senior children, 
and includes, on the two upper floors, four 
dormitories and six staff-rooms, giving ample 
room for 102 extra beds. There are 16 bath 
cubicles and two staff bathrooms and lava- 
tories, and linen stores are provided on each 
floor, while on the first floor are arranged the 
wardrobe rooms, with separate divisions for 
hanging the clothes belonging to each child. 

The above accommodation is _ equally 
divided between the boys and girls in the 
east and west wings of the new building, 
which are separated by the central staff stair- 
case. The extremities of the new building 
connect with the boys’ and girls’ staircases 
in the existing wings. 

On the ground floor the central entrance 
hall gives direct access to the staff staircase 
and staff dining-room and rest-room, and 
from the staircase hall links up with the 
kitchens and dining-hall in the old buildings. 
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Mr. A. J. McLEAN, F.R.I.B.A., Architect. 
(See page 372.) 
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Studies, recreation rooms, washing lavatories 
and locker-rooms complete the ground-floor 
accommodation, whilst large storage rooms 
are provided in the basement. 

The walls are faced with Lawrence’s hand- 
made multi-colour bricks, with light-red 
dressings, and Portland stone is used for the 
entrances. Collier’s hand-made tiles are used 
for the roof. 

With the recently completed Orphanage 
hospital and gymnasium, the buildings make 
a completely new group to the main road. 

Messrs. Grace & Marsh, Ltd., of Croydon, 
were the general contractors for the exten- 
sions, which were designed and supervised 
by Mr. Stanley G. Livock, F.R.I.B.A. Mr. 
D. G. Warlow was the clerk of works. 


Sisters’ Home, Fouad-el-Awal Hospital. 

This building is a unit of the Fouad-el-Awal 
Hospital, now under construction on Rodah 
Island, Cairo. The unit was designed for 57 
sisters, ‘but is now being redesigned to 
accommodate from 100 to 120 sisters. The 
Fouad-el-Awal Hospital has been in hand 
for some time, delayed by the general 
economic crisis of the last few years. There 
are grounds for hope that the work will now 
be speeded up under more favourable condi. 
tions. This teaching hospital, together with 
the projected Kasr-el-Aini School of Medi- 
cine, will rank as the most important medical 
centre of the near and middle East. 

The general contractors for the various unit- 
blocks completed or in course of construc- 
tion are Messrs. Siam Mahomed and Co. (out- 
patients’ division and reception and casualty 
block, central kitchen, and central pharmacy 
blocks); Messrs. Hettena Bros. (nurses’ and 
probationers’ home, and three southern ward- 
unit blocks); Mr. Sasso (four northern ward- 
unit blocks) and Mohamed El-Abd Bey (two 
southern ward-unit blocks); all of Cairo. 

The architects are Messrs. Nicholas and 
Dixon-Spain, FF.R.1.B.A. 


House near Falmouth, South Cornwall. 

The house, planned by Messrs. Walker and 
Harwood, F. and A.R.I.B.A., for Mr. C. L. 
Fawell, is situated on the cliffs at the mouth 
of the Helford river, a few miles west of Fal- 
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mouth. The problem of dealing satisfactorily 
with the minor offices has been overcome by 
forming a covered yard with an arched 
entrance, inside which the fuel stores, trades 
door and so on, are largely concealed from 
view. A single outbuilding, stone-built and 
slate-roofed like the house, accommodates the 
motor house, electric plant house, battery 
room, well house, and tool store. 

The external walls are of local sandstone, 
18 in. thick, with an internal half-brick wall 
separated from the stonework by a cavity. 
The whole of the stone for the walls, external 
pavings, and for one or two internal fire- 
places was quarried on the site. The roof is 
of Old Delabole green slates. The windows 
are of bronze of a strong section in oiled teak 
frames. The door frames and external doors 
are also carried out in teak. Most of the 
internal joinery is carried out in Empire 
timbers. 


Sussex Lawn Tennis Club, Brighton. 


The site of the new Sussex County Lawn 
Tennis Club is at Marshall Field, Withdean, 
Brighton, and is close on 15 acres in extent 
in a pretty and well-sheltered cup in the 
Downs. he initial scheme provides for 11 
hard courts, ten of which will be in separate 
surrounds, and one—the ‘“‘ No. 1” court— 
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with surrounding grand stand to seat 4,200 
spectators, and with commodious dressing- 
rooms, lavatories, etc.; ten grass courts—later 
to be increased to 13; club house; car park 
with a comfortable chauffeurs’ shelter; and 
referee’s and Press pavilions. Squash courts 
will presently be erected. 

The grand stand will be of tinted reinforced 
concrete with a natural ‘‘ form ” treatment 
obtained by the use of special forming, and 
the ten supporting pillars of the roof on the 
south, east and west sides will be so placed 
as to interfere but very slightly with the 
view of spectators. The estimated cost is 
about £13,000. The club house is a spacious 
permanent building of red brick construction 
with Sussex half-timbering above the first 
floor level, and will contain large lounge and 
other club rooms, members’ dressing-rooms, 


offices, etc. It will be oak panelled inside, 
and is estimated to cost about £7,000. The 
chauffeurs’ shelter, pavilions and other 


buildings, with fencing and sundries, will 
cost about £4,000. With the necessary pre- 
liminary levelling and preparation of the 
ground, the whole scheme will cost not less 
than £36,000. 

The contractors are the Ringmer Building 
Works, Sussex. 

The architect is Mr. A. J. McLean, 
F.R.I.B.A., of Brighton. 


SCHOOLS OF ARCHITECTURE AND 
BUILDING 


PROSPECTUSES FOR NEW SESSION. 


Many of the schools of architecture and 
building, as well as educational courses in 
various subjects connected with the industry, 
will shortly be commencing the new session. 
We append notes on some of these :— 


The Welsh School of Architecture. 

The Welsh School of Architecture, the 
Technical College, Cardiff, is striving not 
only to reach a Sigh standard in architectural 
design and draughtsmanship, but is also pay- 
ing increased attention to the study of 
modern architectural construction and pro- 
duction of working drawings and the prepara- 
tion of written theses. Its aim is, in fact, 
to encourage all-round development by means 
of a well-balanced curriculum. Owing to the 
comparatively modest size of the school 
(there were 40 full-time students last session, 
averaging eight per year), careful attention 
can be paid to the special needs of each 
student. 

The School of Architecture, which for the 
last eight years has been granted the status 
of ‘‘ Final Recognition ’’ by the R.I.B.A., is 
accommodated in excellently furnished and 
well-equipped studios, lecture rooms, library, 
etc., in the new wing of the Technical 
College, in Cathays Park, Cardiff. 

At this College ten scholarships, covering 
tuition fees and maintenance grants of £40 
per annum for three years, are offered for 
competition annually. As candidates for 
entry to the Welsh School of Architecture 
are eligible to compete for these scholarships, 
they are of considerable interest to those 
contemplating entering the architectural pro- 
fession. The Scholarship Examination is a 
competitive one, and is of about the same 
standard as matriculation. 

The School of Architecture has now been at 
work for rather more than 15 years under the 
charge of Mr. W. S. Purchen, M.A., 


F.R.LB.A., the Lecturer in Architecture 
being Mr. Lewis John, M.A., B.Arch., 
A.R.I.B.A.; the Assistant Lecturer, Mr. 


A. G. Light, B.A., A.R.I.B.A., and_ the 
Junior Instructor, Mr. A. R. Whitton, B.A. 
The following local architects assist in the 
work of the advanced course as honorary 


lecturers, viz.: Messrs. Percy Thomas, 
P.R.I.B.A.; Ivor Jones, A.R.I.B.A.;  T. 
Alw Lloyd, F.R.I.B.A., M.P.T.I.; H. 
Teather, F.R.I.B.A.; C.  §S. Thomas, 


F.R.LB.A.; J. H. Jones, F.R.I.B.A.; C. F. 
Jones, A.R.I.B.A.; H. Norman Edwards and 
J. Williamson, A.R.I.B.A. 

The three _ Full-time Day Course leads 
to the awar 


of the Certificate, to the holders 


of which the R.I.B.A. grants exemption 
from its Intermediate Examination, while 
those students who successfully pass through 
the Diploma Course are exempted from the 
R.I.B.A. Final Examination, a special course 
of lectures on Professional Practice and a 
special examination in this subject being held 
in the school. Success in the Diploma 
Examination also forms a complete qualifica- 
tion for Registration under the Architects’ 
Registration Act of 1931. This Diploma 
Course follows the Certificate Course, and 
consists of two sessions, the former of these 
being of six months’ duration only, the inter- 
vening six months being spent in architects’ 
offices. 

There is also an evening Atelier for Archi- 
tects’ Assistants who cannot attend the Day 
Courses. 

The Department is in close association 
with the South Wales Institute of Architects, 
representatives of this body being on the 
Advisory Committee of the school, and 
students of the school are eligible for the 
prizes awarded by the Institute. In addition 
to these awards, there are a number of school 
prizes presented in the main by local archi- 
tects. The external examiners are Profes- 
sor L. B. Budden, of the University of 
Liverpool, and Mr. W. B. Edwards, of Arm- 
strong College, Newcastle-upon-Tyne. The 
school year commences on Monday, October 7. 


The Northern Polytechnic. 

The Department of Architecture, Surveying 
and Building at this Polytechnic is divided 
into sections, viz. : (1) Day School of Archi- 
tecture, (2) Day Sohool of Building and Sur- 
veying, (3) Interior Decoration, (4) Day 
School of Building Crafts, (5) Evening School 
of Architecture, (6) Evening School of Sur- 
veying and Building, and (7) Evening School 
of Building Crafts. 

The courses of study given are regarded as 
purely educational, and cramming for 
examinations is discouraged. No student 
who has taken a full course should, however, 
experience any difficulty in passing any 
examination connected with that course. The 
work of the school covers the requirements 
of : The Royal Institute of British Architects, 
the Chartered Surveyors’ Institution, the 
Auctioneers’ and Estate Agents’ Institute, 
the Institute of Structural Engineers, the 
Royal Sanitary Institute, the Institute of 
Builders, Institute of Municipal and County 
Engineers, the City and Guilds of London 
Institute, the Carpenters’ Company, the 
Institute of Certified Carpenters, Institute 
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of British Decorators, College of Chromatics, 
Registration of Plumbers, and other examin- 
ing bodies. Certain of the courses in building 
are approved for the award of National 
Certificates in Building. 

A so ge may be awarded for all subjects 
in which students obtain a satisfactory pass 
in the evening school examinations. Students 
who desire to receive a report must apply in 
September. A Certificate will be awarded to 
all students who attend an approved course of 
at least three subjects per week for three 
years in the evening school, or three years’ 
full time in the Building Trades School, or 
two years in the Day School of Building, and 
obtain satisfactory passes in the various 
examinations. The Diploma will be awarded 
to all students who take a three years’ course 
in architecture or building in the Senior Day 
School and pass the examinations, or who 
reach an approved standard in certain extra 
subjects in the Evening School Examinations 
after obtaining a Polytechnic Certificate. The 
Northern Polytechnic School of Architecture 
is ‘‘ recognised’? by the R.I.B.A., and 
students who complete satisfactorily the three 
years’ course of study in the School and pass 
the School examinations are exempted from 
the Intermediate Examination of that body. 
The teaching staff consists of qualified 
practising architects, assisted by specialists 
in subjects relating to architectural practice. 
The Department, with which the School is 
associated, also provides training for all 
branches of the Building industry, and archi- 
tectural students are thereby offered excellent 
opportunities of studying in the workshops 
and laboratories the many practical processes 
which they will ultimately be required to 
supervise. 

The Day School of Building provides a 
training for those who desire to enter the 
building industry or the allied professions 
and crafts. The course extends over two 
or three years, the work in the first year 
being of a general character. During the 
second and third years special courses of 
study are arranged to suit the needs of those 
who may become master builders, quantity 
surveyors, sanitary engineers, structural 
engineers, and heating and _ ventilating 
engineers, or who wish to enter one of the 
branches of building industry, such as 
works organisation and management, admini- 
stration and estimating, store fitting and 
equipment.

Hackney Technical Institute. 


In the Architectural and Building Trades 
Department of this L.C.C. School tuition, 
both theoretical and practical, is given in the 
following subjects: Architecture, building 
construction, building construction drawing, 
mathematics, building geometry, building 
science, builders’ quantities, builders’ book- 
keeping and costing, land surveying and 
levelling, estimating and specifications, car- 
pentry and joinery, woodworking machinery, 
plumbing, gas fitting and such other classes 
as student enrolment justifies. Courses in 
architecture and building construction are 
provided. In particular, attention is drawn 
to the course for National Certificates in 
Building. Special courses in architecture, 
building construction or building trades sub- 
jects may be arranged to suit the needs of 
individual students. 

The courses in building trades subjects 
include carpentry and joinery and woodwork- 
ing machinery, plumbing, zinc work and gas 
fitting.

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LEGAL SECTION 


LIABILITY OF WATER AUTHORITIES. 


Tue case Markland v. Manchester Corpora- 
tion, which we briefly noted in our issue 
February 23, 1934, has been carried to the 
House of Lords, where the decision of the 
majority in the Court of Appeal has been 
affirmed. The case is of importance to Water 
Authorities whose area of supply extends 
beyond the boundaries in which they have 
general local jurisdiction over highways, police 
and transport. In this case the area of 
supply extended considerably beyond the 
boundaries of the city and at the place where 
the accident happened the highway authority 
was the Borough of Eccles, the police being 
under the jurisdiction of the Lancashire 
County Council, whilst the Corporation of 
Salford owned and operated the electric tram- 
ways. 

The Corporation of Manchester’s area of 
supply extended over 130 square miles, and 
it contained 1,250 miles of mains and 200 miles 
of local service pipes. The accident in ques- 
tion occurred on Saturday, February 11, 1933, 
at about 11.15 p.m. The plaintiff’s husband, 
when alighting from a tramcar which had 
just entered the Salford boundary, was 
knocked down and killed by a motor car, and 
the plaintiff was suing under the Fatal Acci- 
dents Act, 1846, for damages in respect of his 
death. There was no question of contributory 
negligence on the part of the deceased, who 
still had his hand on the rail of the tramcar, 
and as regards the driver of the motor car, he 
was absolved from any negligence, as the cause 
of the accident was the sudden skidding 
of the car, which was caused by a sheet of 
ice which had formed on the surface of the 
road from the bursting of one of the Corpora- 
tion’s service pipes. The sole auestion 
before the House of Lords was whether the 
Corporation had taken reasonable precautions 
to secure the presence of leaks in their pipes 
being brought to their knowledge and repaired 
as promptly as possible. 

The facts as found by the trial judge were 
that on Thursday, February 9, a_ burst 
occurred in a lead service pipe leading from 
a 5-in. main, and a pool of water formed in 
the road, and that this state of things con- 
tinued up to Saturday, the 11th, when at 
about 8 p.m. there was a sudden and severe 
frost which froze the pool and caused the car 
to skid. The Corporation had _ periodical 
examinations and tests made at the various 
stopcocks and hydrants, involving a visit to 
any given spot about once in nine days, but 
beyond this they relied entirely on the chance 
that some policeman or road officer or other 
servant of another authority, or some house- 
holder or other person, might give informa- 
tion, and the Corporation considered that the 
interest of the several authorities was so 
strong as to see that no damage was done, and 
that no inconvenience was occasioned, that 
they were entitled to trust to such informa- 
tion. The House of Lords, however, affirmed 
the majority of the Court of Appeal and held 
that these precarious, unreliable and unco- 
ordinated methods of obtaining information 
did not exonerate the Corporation or enable 
them to say that they had performed their 
duty, and it was further held that it was not 
for the plaintiff to show what steps ought to 
have been taken, and that she had discharged 
the onus placed upon her by showing that 
apart from the periodical examinations the 
matter was left to chance, with the result, in 
the present case, that no notice of the burst 
was given to the Corporation until at least 
three days after it had occurred. Thus the 
decision of the Court below was upheld, where 
by consent, in lieu of a lump sum as 
damages, an order had been made that the 
Corporation should pay the plaintiff, for her 
lifetime, a weekly sum of £2 10s. 

The decision may appear to place a heavy 
burden of responsibility on Water Authori- 
ties, but it is by no means an unreason- 
able one. It was stated in the report 
that the bursts on the Corporation’s 
system averaged about fifty a week, but 
of course the winter months must have 
contributed to make the average so high. 


It is possible that this decision may cause 
municipal undertakers to hesitate in extend- 
ing their limits of supply outside their own 
districts, unless some means of lessening this 
liability by organisation can be adopted. In 
the only judgment yet reported, that of Lord 
Tomlin, the late judge is reported to have 
said that it was obvious that there were many 
measures which might reasonably have been 
taken to secure early notice of such barsts 
being brought to the Corporation, and if 
a further report becomes available it may be 
found that some suggestions were made as to 
the character of these precautions. 


DEDUCTIONS FROM WAGES: TRUCK ACT. 


That old Statute, the Truck Act, 1831, 
which deals with deductions from wages is 
still in force, but its provisions are apt to 
be overlooked, so we call attention to an im- 
portant decision of the House of Lords in the 
case Penman v. Fife Coal Company, Ltd. (7'he 
Times, June 22, 1935). 

The appellant between 1931 and 1933 was 
in the employment of the. respondents as an 
oncost worker. The appellant’s father had 
been in the same employ, but at the material 
times for some reason had been unemployed. 
He had been permitted, however, to continue 
to occupy one of the houses owned by 
the respondents for the use of their work- 
men, but, with the full assent of the appel- 
lant, respondents deducted from the -latter’s 
wages the rent payable for the house and a 
proportional amount as rates, and it was 
alleged that in consequence of this agree- 
ment the respondents had refrained from 
taking proceedings to evict the father and had 
also supplied house coal to the appellant at 
the cheap rate granted to workmen who were 
paying rent for the houses. 

In this action the appellant was claiming 
the amount of such deductions, agreed at the 
amount of £37 2s. 1ld., on the ground that 
they had been deducted in breach of the 
Truck Act and were, therefore, null and 
void, whilst the respondents contended that 
the deductions were not illegal within the Act, 
and that, even if they were, the appellant 
was debarred from recovering them by reason 
of his acquiescence. The Second Division of 
the Scotch Court of Session had held that the 
deductions were not illegal and this was an 
appeal from that decision. 

The Truck Act, 1931, by Section 19, origin- 
ally applied only to artificers, workmen or 
labourers engaged in certain trades which are 
set out in that section, but by the Truck Act, 
1887, it was extended to include any work- 
man. as defined in the Employers and Work- 
men Act, 1875, Section 10, and the exemp- 
tions will be found in Section 23 of the Truck 
Act, 1931. 

Section 3 of this latter Act provides that 
the entire amount of the wages earned, or 
payable in respect of labour, in any of the 
trades specified in Section 19, shall be actually 
paid to the workman in the current coin 
of the realm and not otherwise, and every 
payment made by the employer of, or in re- 
spect of, any such wages by the delivering 
to him of goods, or otherwise than in the 
current coin aforesaid (except as therein- 
after mentioned), shall be illegal, null and 
void, 

On the first point, as to whether the Truck 
Act applied to this case, the House of Lords 
held that the Act applied, and the deductions 
were illegal and null and void, citing with 
approval some expressions of Lord Bowen 
(then a Lord Justice) in Hewlett v. Allen 
and Sons when that case was heard in the 
Court of Appeal, to the effect that the Statute 
insists (in all but the excepted cases) on 
payment in coin, and that payment on 
account will not be permissible, nor pay- 
ment in goods, and that the employer cannot 
under the Statute be both payer and payee. 
(See also Williams v. North’s Navigation Col- 
lieries (1899), Ltd., 1906, A.C. 136.) 

It may be mentioned that Hewlett’s case 
went to the House of Lords, where the judg- 
ment of the Court of Appeal was affirmed 
but on the facts of that case payments made 
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to the treasurer of health and accident funds, 
of which scheme by the terms of their employ- 
ment the employees were obliged to be- 
come members, were held not within the 
Act. There are expressions of opinion in the 
judgments in that case, where the deductions 
were held not illegal, that a payment made 
by the employer at the instance of a person 
employed, to discharge some obligation of the 
person employed, or to place money in the 
hands of some person in whose hands the 
person employed desires it to be placed, is in 
the sense and meaning of the Act a payment 
to the person employed as much as if the 
current coin of the realm had been placed in 
his hands. (See per Lord Herschell.) But in 
the present case it was held there was all the 
difference in the world between such a case 
and one like the present, where the work- 
men assented to the employer retaining part 
of the wages for their own benefit; and we 
may add that Section 24 allows advances to 
be made for subscriptions to friendly societies 
and for medical and educational purposes 
amongst others. 

The second question to be decided was 
whether the appellant in a civil action could 
recover the amount of the deductions. Sec- 
tion 4 provides that every workman in the 
trades to which the Act applies “‘ shall be 
entitled to recover from his employer in 
any such trade... the whole or so much 
of the wages earned ... as shall not have 
been actually paid to him by the employer in 
the current coin of the realm.” 

In the judgment of Lord MacMillan (the 
only judgment yet reported) it was pointed 
out that, although by Section 3 the deduc- 
tions are made null and void, and under Sec- 
tion 9 the employers are liable to penalty 
for having made them, yet it was contended 
by the respondents that they could in a civil 
action plead the plaintiff's assent to the 
deductions as barring his claim, but that this 
contention was untenable, and the judgment 
of the House was that, although there might 
be cases in which a set-off might be pleaded 
in a civil suit, that could not be the case here, 
where the employers were only pleading a 
personal bar founded on the appellant's 
assent or acquiescence, for a defendant could 
not acquiesce in a nullity, for a nullity could 
not be ratified, and the appellant’s assent was 
of no more avail in a civil action than it 
would have been in a prosecution for penalties. 
Thus the judgment of the Sheriff-Substitute 
in favour of the appellant for the agreed 
amount was ordered to be restored.

ACTION BY BUILDERS AGAINST BUILD- 
ING-OWNER. ALLEGATIONS OF MIS- 
CONDUCT AGAINST ARCHITECT HELD 
TO BE UNFOUNDED. 


Harold Cornish, Ltd., v. Bohannan. 

This was an action (the hearing of which 
lasted several days) by Messrs. Harold 
Cornish, Ltd., builders and contractors, of 
Watford-road, Harrow, Middlesex, to recover 
from the defendant, Mr. F. W. Bohannan, 
of 38, Lillieshall-road, Clapham Common, 
S.W., £1,375, which the plaintiffs alleged to 
be due to them for work done and materials 
supplied in and about the erection of six flats 
at Rugby-avenue, Wembley, Middlesex, or in 
the alternative to recover the sum of £550, 
being two instalments due in respect thereof 
under a contract made between the parties 
dated January 31, 1934. 

The plaintiffs’ case, as pleaded, was that 
by the contract in question they agreed to 
erect the flats for the defendant for the sum 
of £1,900, and that they, in and about the 
erection of the flats, had done work to the 
value of £1,375. It was a condition of the 
contract that the defendant’s architect (Mr. 
A. B. Richardson) should issue certificates in 
accordance with the schedule affixed to the 
contract, and that the plaintiffs should be 
entitled to payment by the defendant of the 
amounts. stated therein. The plaintiffs 
alleged that Mr. Richardson, after payment 
by the defendant of the first instalment due, 
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had wrongfully refused to give them any 
certificates in respect of further instalments 
due to them. The plaintiffs also alleged that 
the architect had wrongfully demanded the 
removal and substitution or re-execution of 
materials and work without properly deter- 
mining whether such removal and substitu- 
tion, or re-execution, were necessary or 
proper. On May 30, 1934, the defendant, 
through his solicitors, by letter, had refused 
to allow plaintiffs to continue the execution 
of the works, and in further alternative they 
claimed to be entitled to be paid by the 
defendant a fair and reasonable price for 
the work they did and for the materials they 
supplied, contending that such reasonable 
price was £1,375, less £150 already paid, 
viz., £1,225. 

The defendant pleaded a denial’ that the 
plaintiffs did work in or about the erection 
of the flats to the value of £1,375, and that 
if and so far as the plaintiffs did any work 
exceeding in value the sum of £150, for which 
amount the architect had issued his certifi- 
cate, any such excess was done with materials 
and workmanship not in accordance with the 
contract. The defendant further said that 
his architect had properly refused to issue 
any further certificates, and as by the terms 
of the contract: the issue of a certificate by 
the architect was a condition precedent to 
payment, he (the defendant) was not liable 
to make any further payment to the plain- 
tiffs and that the plaintiffs in the circum- 
stances were debarred from recovering any 
money from him. 

Mr. Tucker, in opening the case for the 
plaintiffs, having stated the nature of the 
action, said he did not wish to assert. that 
there was anything in the nature of collusion 
between the defendant and Mr. Richardson, 
but what he did say was that Mr. Richardson 
was overborne by the defendant. The plain- 
tiffs’ first estimate for the work was reduced 
from £2,200 to £2,106 and ultimately to 
£1,900, and the contract, which was on an 
old R.I.B.A. form, and which was out of 
date, was entered into, and when Mr. 
Cornish saw the contract the usual penalty 
clause was not filled in. The defendant, who 
was constantly on the site, made frequent 
complaints as the work proceeded, viz., about 
the footings, the dampcourse, and _ the 
quality of certain bricks, etc. When the 
building got as far as the floor joists at the 
end of March, the interference by the defen- 
dant with the work was so great that the 
men threatened to leave the job. On April 
16, 1934, Mr. Richardson gave the. plaintiffs 
formal notice that unless the work was pro- 
perly proceeded with according to the specifi- 
cation he might have to stop the work. That 
was eventually done without the alleged de- 
fects being specifically detailed in the usual 


way. 

Mr. Harold Cornish, the managing direc- 
tor of the plaintiff company, gave evidence 
to the effect that the work had been carried 
out in accordance with the terms of the con- 
tract and the specification, and that the com- 
pany had always been willing to complete 
the work if they had been allowed to do so. 
Any defects which had occurred in the course 
of the work had always been rectified. Cross- 
examined, he did suggest that Mr. Richard- 
son had not acted fairly and that he had 
given notices with regard to alleged defective 
work which v~re unjustified. He was satis- 
fied that whatever had been done, or left 
undone, on May 23, 1934, when he received 
Mr. Richardson’s final notice. there was no 
just cause of complaint about the building. 
At that time he was of opinion there was 
no valid reason for taking down the party 
wall. There was no reason for suggesting 
that what they had done had weakened the 
party wall. (It had been suggested that there 
were cavities behind the joists.) 

Mr. Charles Beresford Marshall, of Messrs. 
Marshall & Tweedy, architects, and Mr. C. 
Harman Hunt, F.S.I., F.A.I., of Messrs. 
R. C. Rees-Reynolds, gave expert evidence 
on behalf of the plaintiffs as to the quality 
of the work and materials used on the job. 

At the conclusion of the evidence and the 
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addresses of counsel, judgment was entered 
for the defendant. His lordship, in the 
course of a long judgment, said he found 
that when the contract was signed it con- 
tained the £1 per day penalty clause, and 
that the contract was then as it now 
appeared. He said that after the contract 
was signed disputes arose during the course 
of the work with reference, in particular, to 
the joists, bonding of walls, and as to cer- 
tain lintels. As a consequence, several 
notices were served by Mr. Richardson, the 
defendant’s architect, and ultimately the 
builders were ordered off the site. The ques- 
tion the Court had to decide was whether in 
the circumstances there was any misconduct 
or mala fides for which the defendant was 
responsible, and the onus was on the plain- 
tiffs to establish that there had been a want 
of judicial action, or consideration, on the 
part of Mr. Richardson. 

Having reviewed the evidence given, his 
lordship found that the work which Mr. 
Richardson complained of was bad and that 
Mr. Richardson was honest in the orders he 
gave and had honestly believed they ought to 
be carried out. Mr. Richardson, said the 
Judge, had acted judicially and honestly to 
the best of his ability in the orders he gave. 
He (the Judge) found that the plaintiffs’ 
claim failed, and entered judgment for defen- 
dant with costs.

ACTION AGAINST BUILDERS FOR 
ALLEGED NEGLIGENCE. 


Waters v. John Mowlem and Co., Ltd. 


This was an action by Mr. Frederick W. 
Waters, of 66, Old Kent-road, S8.E., to 
recover damages for personal injuries he had 
sustained through the alleged negligence of 
Messrs. John Mowlem and Co., Ltd., builders 
and contractors, of Ebury Bridge-road, S8.W., 
their servants and agents. 

Mr. Waters alleged that on January 12 
last he was riding a bicycle along Naylor- 
road, Peckham, when his machine struck 
against a projection on the road which had 
been caused by the negligent filling in of a 
trench which the defendants had made for 
the purpose of repairing a leak in the water 
main, and he had been thrown from his 
machine and had sustained injuries from con- 
cussion and shock. 

The defendants denied that the trench had 
been left improperly filled in, and they also 
alternatively pleaded that Mr. Waters had 
been guilty of contributory negligence. 

His lordship, after hearing a great deal of 
contradictory evidence, in giving judgment, 
said he accepted the evidence of the plaintiff, 
and also the independent evidence, and was 
satisfied that there was an obstruction in the 
roadway which caused the plaintiff to fall, 
and that the injuries he had suffered were 
due to the negligence of the defendants’ 
workmen. He accordingly awarded the 
plaintiff damages, which he assessed at 
£326 12s. 10d., and entered judgment for 
that amount against the defendants with 
costs.

ASHFORD.—The directors of the Kent 
County Crematorium, Ltd., 104, Sandgate- 
road, Folkestone, have accepted the tender 
of Mr. W. W. Martin, South Eastern Works.

The cost will be 
about £25,000. Plans by Mr. J. L. Seaton 
Dahl, F.R.I.B.A., Radnor-chambers, Folke- 
stone. 

GLASGOW.—Eighteen firms who have 
signified their willingness to submit designs 
and tenders for the construction of the new 
bridge over the River Clyde between Finnie- 
ston and Plantation are to be invited by 
Glasgow Corporation to do so. Eight 
premiums of £200 each are to be paid for the 
eight best designs. Tenders are to be on a 
competitive basis. The new bridge is to be 
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70 ft. high, and is expected to cost, in all, 
£1,200,000. 

GREAT BRITAIN.—Following are among 
the works advertised as open for tendering 
in this issue :—Hendon—mortuary ; Spalding 
—houses; Manchester—alterations and addi- 
tions to Christ Church school ; Alton—houses ; 
Nottingham—superstructure of boiler house ; 
Croydon—flats and maisonettes; near Stour- 
bridge—school for Staffordshire; Leeds—64 
houses and flats; Gateshead—alterations and 
extensions to mental hospital ; Uxbridge—six 
pairs of dwellings. 

STIRLING.—Stirling and Falkirk Water 
Board have placed the contract for the con- 
struction of a large reservoir in the Denny 
hills with Messrs. Shanks and McEwan, Ltd..

Extras: Compensation for Delayed Settlement. 


Srr,—In the R.I.B.A. 1931 Form of Build- 
ing Contract, clause 10 provides that the 
measurement and valuation of variations shall 
be completed within an agreed period after 
completion of the works. 

If the adjustment of accounts is delayed 
beyond this period and the contractor suffers 
in consequence through not receiving his 
money until long after the work is completed. 
what remedy has the contractor? Is he not 
entitled to compensation for breach of con- 


tract on the part of the employer?

ANSWERS. 


Cracks in Plaster near Sinks and Baths. 
[Answers to “A. E. L.,”? Aveust 23.] 


Srmr,—Plaster immediately round baths and 
sinks often does crack if it is at all absorbent, 
owing to the steam and vapour rising from 
the water. Plaster for use in these places 
should be non-absorbent, and if painted over 
with a waterproof interior paint will be fairly 
proof against cracking. Any cracks which 
are present should be pointed up with fresh 
plaster and then painted over. Take care 
the plaster work is in intimate contact with 
any metal work or porcelain of the sink or 
bath, as a slight crack in the joint will admit 
moisture causing deterioration we plaster. 


Sm,—Cracks in the plaster immediately 
round sinks and baths are usually caused by 
the settlement of the bath or sink—which 
often occurs to-day when much timber is 
comparatively unseasoned. There is no 
remedy except to wait for six months or so, 
and then to fill the cracks with’ a cement- 
sand (1:2) mixture. EXPERIENCE. 

Smoky Fireplace. 
[Answer To ‘‘Smoxe,’’ Aveust 16.] 


Srr,—I do not think that there is a per- 
manent cure, other than redesigning the 
whole thing, as this is quite a common fault 
with this type of chimney-piece. The trouble 
is caused by bad proportioning of the draught 
entry. There is, however, one simple remedy 
which I have seldom known to fail during my 
many years’ experience. What is known as 
a ‘‘ blower”? should be fitted. If tests are 
made with stout cardboard or light sheet- 
iron first, a suitable permanent fixture can 
be made in sheet-copper or stainless steel. 
The method of fixing varies according to type 
of ‘‘ surround,’’ and can either be permanent 


or removable.

BUILDING BY-LAWS—!X. 
By B. PRICE DAVIES, F.S.I., M.T.P.I. 
(Author of “Estimating for Buildings and Public Works.”’) 


WE next come to another class of building 
of modern character for which notices and 
plans must be submitted to the local 
authority. It is a steel-framed or reinforced 
concrete structure. Here again the by-laws 
dealing with stone or brick walls are not to 
apply to such construction. 

The by-law is as follows :— 

Buildings of steel framework or reinforced 
concrete. 

4/4. “The by-laws with respect to the 
structure of walls shall not apply to 

(1) any wall or part of a wall which is 
constructed with framework of steel or iron 
or reinforced concrete if 

*(a) the framework is of sufficient 
strength to secure due stability and is 
properly put together cnd protected with 
suitable and durable material non-conduc- 
tive of heat; 

(b) the framework 

(i) is filled with bricks, stone, or other 
hard and incombustible material, pro- 
perly and solidly put together and of 
sufficient thickness to secure due stability 
to such filling ; or 

(ii) in an external wall or in any part 
of an external wall which is not less than 
one foot from the boundary of any ad- 
joining lands or premises, is externally 
covered with suitable incombustible 
material ; 

(c) where the wall is a party wall, it is 
throughout of not less thickness than 
eight and a half inches; 

(d) it is so constructed as to be reason- 
ably impervious to moisture ; 

(2) any wall or part of a wall which does 
not exceed one story in height and is con- 
structed with piers of good brickwork or 
stonework or other hard and incombustible 
material filled with bricks, stone, or other 
hard and incombustible material, if 

(a) the piers are constructed at each end 
of the wall and properly distributed 
throughout its length ; 

(6) the piers are of sufficient size and 
strength and the filling of sufficient thick- 
ness to secure due stability; 

(c) it complies with the by-laws num- 
bered 24 (twenty-four) and 27 (twenty- 
seven) and is otherwise so constructed or 
treated as to be reasonably impervious to 
moisture.” 

The first thing that strikes one here is that 
its use is not prohibited in any way. This 
means that this type of construction can be 
used for human habitation as well as for other 
purposes. 

From the standpoint of stability the basis 
is that given by the footnote and referred to 
previously in connection with the submission 
of plans to the local authority. This is 
British Standard Specification No. 449, 1932, 





*In connection with this requirement the Council will 
be guided by the specification for the use of Structural 
Steel in Building (based on the Report of the Steel 
Structures Research Committee of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research) issued by the British 
Standards Institution. 
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“The Use of Structural Steel in Building.’’ 

The framework must not only be strong, 
but it must also be ‘‘ protected with suitable 
and durable material non-conductive of heat.”’ 
A naked steel member would not comply with 
this requirement for it is a conductor of heat, 
whereas if it were cased with concrete it 
would comply with this requirement. 

The filling of the framework is dealt with 
in two alternatives, namely (i) solid filling, 
and (ii) covered framework. Such covering 
must be of incombustible material such as 
slates, tiles, and asbestos sheets. The frame- 
work must be protected with suitable and 
durable material non-conductive to heat, but 
these stipulations are not made for the cover- 
ing. In this way ordinary corrugated iron 
which is neither durable nor non-conductive 
to heat, could be used. Where such covering 
is used, then a certain amount of detachment 
is asked for, namely, a minimum of one foot 
from the boundary of any adjoining lands or 
premises. 

Any person building this type of covered 
structure would be well advised to make the 
distance more than a foot in order to allow 
space for renovations and repairs. It will 
be seen, therefore, that the distinction 
between this class of building and that of the 
previous group (Clause 3/5) is that of fram- 
ing alone, and that the extent of the detach- 
ment turns entirely upon whether the framing 
is combustible or. incombustible and _pro- 
tected. 

A party wall is not to be less than eight 
and a half inches thickness, and this is 
assumed to mean solid thickness. The walls 
are to be reasonably impervious to moisture, 
which leaves many alternatives available. 

Another alternative to steel-framed or 
reinforced concrete construction is given in 
(2), but the building must be of one story, 
with supporting piers of brick or stone. The 
filling between the piers is to be of hard and 
incombustible material, such as bricks, stones, 
etc. 

The filling is stated to be required ‘“‘ of 
sufficient thickness to secure due stability.” 
The whole is to be reasonably impervious to 
moisture, and is safeguarded as regards the 
provision of dampcourse, and chimneys are 
to be properly bonded and to have solid 
foundations (Clauses 24 and 27). 

The sizes of the piers can be regulated from 
the particulars given in B.S.S. 499, and a 
quotation is as follows :— 

‘* An isolated pier or bearing wall should 
not have slenderness ratio higher than 12, or 
a least horizontal dimension less than 12 in.” 
This is for piers of brickwork, masonry, or 
concrete which is not reinforced. 


6. 

The last class of exempted buildings dealt 
with in the by-laws definitely refers to 
domestic buildings. Here again the exemp- 
tion is with reference to the structure of walls 
only, and even this with the exception of 
damp course to walls and the stability of 
chimneys as described in the last group of 
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exemptions; the party walls must also con- 
form. 

The foundations are to be of brick or 
stone, etc., to a height of at least six inches 
above the ground level, but with certain 
stipulations the building (which may be a 
dwelling-house) can be of wood or of similar 
light structure. 

The building is not to be of more than two 
stories in height, and the cubic capacity of 
each unit is to be not more than eighteen 
thousand cubic feet. This means a unit of 
building of about 30 feet long, 24 feet wide 
and 25 feet high, and in this way it can be an 
ordinary small house. 

The walls are to be of sufficient stability 
and reasonably weather-proof. In this way 
wood-framed and wood-covered walls can be 
used, while the roof covering is not mentioned 
in this clause. The later clause dealing with 
roof coverings may affect its position. Neat 
wood buildings with slated or tiled roofs can 
be built under this by-law, although the life 
of timber cannot be compared with stone, 
brick or concrete. A good precaution insisted 
upon is to keep the timber construction at 
least. six inches above the ground level ; a still 
greater advantage is to take the external 
lining of the outer walls up to the ground 
floor sills. With wooden structures it is the 
part below the ground floor sills that is found 
to be most liable to rot, and repairs of this 
nature are expensive. The clause is given 
fully as follows :— 

Domestic building not exceeding two stories. 

5/5. “* The by-laws with respect to the 
structure of walls except»those numbered 24 
(twenty-four) and 27 (twenty-seven) shall not 
apply to domestic building tf 

(1) the building comprises not more than 
two stories; 

(2) the capacity of the building does not 
exceed eighteen thousand cubic feet; 

(3) each external wall of the building is 
constructed of good and suitable material so 
as to be of sufficient stability and reasonably 
weatherproof, and either 

(a) to a height.not less than six inches 
above the surface of the adjoining ground 
is constructed of 

(i) good whole bricks or stone not less 
than eight and a half inches thick, and 
properly bonded and solidly put together, 
with good mortar compounded of good 
lime and clean sand, or other suitable 
material, or with good cement, or with 
good cement mixed with clean sand, or 

(ii) other good hard and suitable in- 
combustible material of sufficient thick- 
ness properly and solidly put together; or 

(6) at a height not less than six inches 
above the surface of the adjoining ground 
is carried upon sufficient piers 80 con- 
structed as to comply with the by-laws with 
respect to a pier forming part of a wall; 

(4) the building is distant not less than 
ten feet from the boundary of any adjoining 
lands or premises (not being a street and not 
being lands or premises comprising buildings 
forming part of the same block) or not less 
than five feet if the external walls of the 
building are constructed of incombustible 
material, or with framework of incombustible 
material, or of oak, teak, or other hard 
timber, either alone or in combination with 
incombustible material, or with framework 
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which is either filled with, or externally 
covered with, incombustible material ; 

(5) where the building forms or is intended 
to form part of a block of buildings 

(a) the number of buildings in the block 
does not exceed four; 

(6) the buildings are separated by walls 
which, notwithstanding anything hereinbe- 
fore contained, are constructed in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the by-laws 
with respect to party walls ; 

(c) and where there are more than two 
buildings in the block their external walls 
are constructed of incombustible material, 
or with framework . of incombustible 
material, or of oak, teak, or other hard 
timber, either alone or in combination with 
incombustible material, or with framework 
which is either filled with or externally 
covered with incombustible material.” 
The class of building described in the 

preceding paragraph (4) is again subjected 
to detachment, and this is of two degrees. 
For the usual type of wood house with deal 
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boards used as external covering, the distance 
from the boundary of any lands or premises 
adjoining must be at least ten feet; for a 
wooden house covered with less combustible 
material the distance is to be five feet at 
least. (See Figures 16 and 17.) 

And again, by paragraph (5) the building 
must not contain more than four units 
(such as four houses or garages), and when 
the block contains more than two units, 
then the external walls must be constructed 
of incombustible material. A framework 
of hard-wood such as oak or teak is allowed 
to rank as incombustible material in this 
instance, and it can be either filled with 
incombustible material, such as_ brickwork, 
or covered externally with incombustible 
material such as slates, tiles, asbestos, or 
corrugated iron. 

For further cases of isolation of buildings 
arising from structure of walls, see Clause 
17/19 (2) (c), and from structure of roofs, 
see Clause 53/36, with their accompanying 
diagrams later. 








THE BRUSSELS EXHIBITION 
SOME TRADE EXHIBITS 
By A VISITOR. 


THosrt who visit the Brussels Exhibition 
expecting to find a representative range of 
British building products will meet with 
disappointment. Very few English firms 
have, apparently, considered it worth while 
to take space, though it is possible that in 
some cases a British light is hidden under a 
Belgian bushel. 


The architectural features of the Exhibition 
have already been described in 7'he Builder 
(August 2), and it is proposed here to deal 
only with some of the more novel building 
exhibits which are on view. 


The British pavilion is the one remarkable 
British building exhibit to be seen. It was 
designed by a British architect and built by a 
British contractor with British materials, 
though with Belgian labour. The cement was 
supplied by the Cement Marketing Company, 
Ltd. The building is not intended to be per- 
manent. To construct it expanded metal was 
stretched on timber studs and received a 
backing coat of grey cement and sand. On 
this was placed a rendering of ‘‘ Cullamix ” 
into which mica had been incorporated. This 
was laid to a depth of a quarter of an inch. 
Within a few hours the whole of the surface 
was scraped off to a depth of about an eighth 
of an inch so as to reveal the mica scintillat- 
ing in the light. The finish does not show 
any trowel marks and it weathers evenly. 
Inside the building the Cement Marketing 
Company exhibit various types of ‘‘ Snow- 
crete ’’ and ‘‘ Cullamix ’’ with different types 
of surface texture. I learnt that the firm 
found an increasing sale for their materials 
in Belgium before the Exhibition, and the 
very pleasing’ effect of the rendering used on 
this should exercise an increasingly beneficial 
effect. 

Doulton’s have a display of fine porcelain 
and chinaware, etc., in the British pavilion, 


but their sanitary-ware, drain pipes and the 
like were nowhere on view. 


Comptoir Tuilier du Courtrai is the name 
of a great syndicate of brick and tile makers 
with works in Belgium and the north of 
France. They are well known in Great 
Britain because of the glazed pantiles in green 
and other colours which are handled for them 
in this country by Langley’s, in the Boro’, 
who market the tiles under the name of 
Courtrai du Nord. We see these pantiles in 
the new suburbs of London, at the seaside 
and elsewhere. They may turn out to be a 
passing fashion, but in the meantime the tiles 
are doing something to bring about a brighter 
Britain. The company has also provided tiles 
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for the roofs of many other Exhibition build- 
ings. The Rotonde des Arts Decoratifs is a 
a example. In this case the tiles were 
specially made, and are so laid that the bold 
roll of the pantiles leads in perfectly regular 
lines up to the ball of burnished copper which 
marks the apex of the roof. Three courses 
up from the eaves a “‘ secret ’’ gutter has been 
built, and so skilfully has this been done that 
the gutter is almost invisible. This, of course, 
obviates the use of a large ugly box gutter 
at the eaves. 

The most popular form of tile is the Sterre- 
berg interlocking pantile. At the side, where 
one tile fits into another, there is a double 
interlock, and there is also an interlock at 
the head, so that the tile is interlocked all 
the way round. The colours are guaranteed 
permanent. I was told that over two hundred 
thousand of these tiles were used in the 
Exhibition. 


The Building Pavilion. 


There are 136 stands in the Building 
Pavilion. In many cases similar articles—such 
as bricks—are shown by different firms, but 
most of the exhibitors have several different 
products on show. Glancing down the list, 
we notice such things as water softeners, 
sanitary fittings, liquid wood, heating 
apparatus, paints and varnishes, diamonds for 
glass cutters, translucid and demi-crystal 
pavement lights, marbles and artificial stones. 
Marble is much used in Belgium, and is 
shown on a dozen or more stands—a few of 
these exhibiting granite or other stone as 
well. Plumbers’ tools, paving stones in com- 
pressed asphalte, doors of various kinds—of 
wood, bronze, wrought-iron and modern 
materials—are in the list. So are builders’ 
ironmongery, band saws, window sills, etc. 


**Farcométal ’’ is an English-looking name 
(or would be but for the accent over the ‘‘e’’) 
and the illustration that appeared on the 
advertising matter led us to think it might 
be nothing else than ‘‘ Hy-rib”’ under an 
alias. There was no one at the stand to 
consult upon the point, but inquiries made 
on this side have brought the information 
that it has certain differences from Hy-rib, 
and is not to be had in this country. An 
interesting point is that, as shown on the 
stand, a wire netting placed on top of the 
‘* farcométal ’’ makes an additional hold for 
the cement. 

‘* Baco ’’ is a germicide : mixed with paints 
and varnishes, it is claimed completely to 
destroy the most virulent microbes—tuber- 
culosis, typhoid and lockjaw are among those 
mentioned in the advertising literature. It 
is displayed on the same stand as some 
cellulose lacquers. Pinchin Johnson appear 
as the British agents, but in a long list of 
hospitals that have used it there is not one 
in this country. They are nearly all in 
France. 

‘* Le treillage ceramique ”’ is a name which 
suggests an improvement on lath and plaster, 
but it is very much more than that. It is 
known over here as “ Bricanion’’ and has 
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been used in some important buildings here 
and on the Continent and in America. It 
consists of a mesh or trellis of fine steel wire, 
covered with little four-pointed stars of brick 
each with a hole through its middle. The 
fundamental idea is to provide a surface of 
brick for cement, plaster, etc,, to adhere to, 
but to reduce the brick to a minimum thick- 
ness. It is used for floors and other purposes, 
even external walls; but its chief utility is 
for ceilings, interior lining of walls and for 
making partitions. In the latter case it can 
be strengthened by mild steel bars. It is 
claimed that this material is as good on 
curved surfaces as on straight ones. 


On one stand is exhibited, amongst other 
things, a floor formed of hollow reinforced 
concrete arched blocks with flanges. The 
blocks are about 2 ft. by 9 in., laid in the 
usual way on flat shuttering, filled in with 
concrete on the upper surface and reinforced 
with }-in. steel rods. On the lower flanges 
of the slabs is inserted a small wood fillet, 
which forms the fixing for a ceiling of acoustic 
or other material. Such a floor is substantial 
but considerably lighter than the usual tiled 
floor of a similar nature. 


Sanitary ware is, of course, on view, made 
as in this country of white glazed earthen- 
ware or porcelain. There are some special 
features in the flushing of water-closets. In 
one case the fitment of the pan is as of 
English style, hollow rimmed, and the sides 
of small holes, so as to give a cascade effect, 
while there is a flush hole at the back. 


Building Materials in Glass. 

Glass is a Belgian speciality, and we found 
that several firms showed pavement lights, 
prisms, tiles, etc., in different forms of this 
material. As here, there are various methods 
of fastening the glass into its frame of 
cement or iron. A special feature which we 
have not noticed in England was a glass 
brick, to be set in cement and sand the 
same as a clay brick. These were shown in 
one illustration as having been used for a 
dome with a span of 15 metres (about 
50 ft.). They have been used a good deal 
in the Exhibition buildings, 

In this connection may be mentioned mural 
glasses, notably ‘‘ marbrite,’’ which is a 
coloured and semi-transparent glass used for 
bathroom floors and similar purposes. It is 
silvered at the back and bedded in cement. 
One exhibitor’s speciality was that he was 
prepared to make glass either extra white or 
extra clear according to the customer’s 
requirements. His exhibit showed an example 
of the use of coloured glass in a partition, 
the glass being corrugated on one side and 
prismatic on the other. 


Modern ideas as to the arrangement and 
fitting of kitchens have reached Belgium. At 
the Exhibition an old-fashioned Belgian 
kitchen is shown and, in contrast with it, 
one that embodies many of the newest ideas. 
One feature is a cabinet, the drawers of 
which, containing rice, sugar, etc., are of 
specially cast glass, strong enough for the 
purpose, but enabiing the contents to be 
seen. This is better than a label. Chief 
among the special features of the new kitchen 
we should perhaps place the telephone, but 
there is also a double sink with a central 
overflow. There is a linoleum-topped stain- 
less steel rim to the sinks, and a special 
hollow wood rim to the outer edge of the 
draining-board, so that when water splashes 
it runs back into the sink. 


An improved kitchen tap may be men- 
tioned in this connection. In this tap an 
internal movable shield is provided pierced 
with holes at the top for the admission of 
water from the pipe. This shield is turned 
by a small horizontal arm to admit a smaller 
or larger quantity of water as required. The 
water passing through the holes in the top of 
the shield and down through the shield, then 
passes through a perforated drum, and so 
out into the sink. The claim for this tap is 
that it prevents water hammer and spurting. 

An interesting point with regard to hot 
and cold water fitments in Belgium is that 
a red or blue disc is placed upon the taps 
where we put the words ‘‘ hot” and “ cold.”’ 
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For buildings such as hotels, restaurants, etc., 
which have a floating clientéle, with many 
foreigners, the use of red and blue as sym- 
bols for hot and cold might be made standard, 
as being almost universally understood. 


Some Novel Windows, 

Belgians and most Continental people dis- 
like the English sash window. The “ guillo- 
tine ’’ window they call it, but their dislike 
is not based on any sinister associations. The 
visitor to Belgium will quickly discover that 
open windows are not much favoured, and 
the number of appliances in this Exhibition 
intended to prevent draughts coming in 
around windows or doors will perhaps rather 
amuse him. But when the Belgian opens his 
window he is apt to like it opened as much 
as possible. A sash window, of course, at 
its widest opening remains half closed, so the 
casement is preferred. There is, however, on 
view in the Exhibition a sash window which 
can be opened in various ways. Among others, 
the two sashes can be in position as when 
entirely closed except that between them 
there is left laterally a space of two or three 
inches. If desired both sashes can be thrown 
back as with a casement window. There are 
other possibilities, but the mechanism is com- 
plicated, and one imagines that few British 
builders will feel inclined to introduce the 
window here. 

There is a display of woods from the 
Congo. Probably similar or identical woods 
can be obtained from our West African pos- 
sessions, but certainly the specimens shown 
at the Brussels Exhibition are all very hand- 
some and well suited for high-class interior 
decoration. 

Of bricks a great many varieties are shown 
at the Exhibition and by a considerable 
number of firms. The brick commonly used 
in Belgium is smaller and lighter than the 
British one, the colours preferred in orna- 
mental work are not the same, and another 
difference is that the Belgians are fond of 
tuck jointing, i.e., a method of laying the 
brick with a very thick bed of mortar all 
round it, but that mortar raked out so that 
the face of the brick projects, say, half an 
inch. The Belgians like brick also for internal 
finish, and use it even for ceilings. In this 
case, of course, it has to be reinforced. 


Bricklaying in Belgium. 

The visitor to Belgium who extends his 
observation to building work in progress will 
notice that the method of laying bricks is 
different from that usual in this country. The 
bricklayer works from inside the building, 
standing on the floor or a platform raised 
upon the floor, and lays his bricks overhand. 
The system is not liked in this country because 
it is impossible with it to get a true plumb 
line, although this does not matter so much 
when the bricks are encased in a steel frame. 
When working outside on repairs, etc., the 
Belgian workman stands on a fragile scaffold 
which hangs from poles projected over the 
cornice, or through holes made in the wall, 
and, of course, well secured on the inside. 
Rectangular irons let into the uprights of the 
scaffold serve as handgrips or footholds when- 
ever a man has to go from one stage to 
another. Frequently he may be seen standing 
on a single plank unprotected except by a 
guard rail. At the Exhibition we saw men 
standing on such a scaffold and working on a 
tower some sixty feet or more high. 

An ingenious service designed to assist 
labourers using wheelbarrows is shown under 
the name of ‘‘ Plastri.’’ Between the legs of 
the barrow is placed a small wheel which takes 
the weight off the handles when the load is 
being pushed along. When not required the 
wheel can be put out of the way, and the legs 
come into use in the ordinary manner. 


Near the British pavilion is the Greek one. . 


This has a very fine loggia, the floor of which 
consists of a layer of cement with flint pebbles 
laid to design in various colours. For this 
kind of work the pebbles are lightly tapped 
into the cement bed, and the joints between 
them left open. It is, I believe, an ancient 
method in Greece, but not much practised 
here.

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BUILDING PROGRESS 


STATISTICS OF WORK AND 
EMPLOYMENT. 


Tue August issue of the Ministry of Labour 
Gazette contains, in the form of a supple- 
ment, statistics forming the basis of charts 
illustrating the course of trade, output, prices, 
wages, finance and employment over the ten 
years 1926-1935. Those charts relating to 
building and public works contracting are 
reproduced on this page, and form an in- 
teresting study. It is to be remembered that 
the chart relating to ‘‘ Building plans ap- 
proved”’ is an index only, in £1,000,000 
units, being based on the returns from 146 
local authorities in Great Britain. It is not 
claimed that this represents all the building 
work being carried on in the country, or that 
buildings for which plans have been approved 
have necessarily been carried out. But—as- 
suming that the proportions of proposed and 
executed building works, expressed as a per- 
centage, remain as a constant—the graph 
may be taken as a reliable index of progress. 


On this basis the extent of the recovery 
from the depression ijn 1931 may be judged. 
From a low-water mark of about £95 millions 
at the end of 1931, the index has climbed to 
above the £200 millions mark in the spring of 
this year. Unemployment among building 
tradesmen, which is always subject to a 
slight ‘‘ time-lag,”” is in almost absolute 
inverse ratio, and from a high level of 32.8 
in the spring of 1932 has decreased to 14.5 in 
the second quarter of this year. 


More grave is the graph which shows the 
steady increase in unemployment among the 
public works contracting trades, which from 
18.8 per cent. in 1926 has risen to 
48.4 per cent. and 44.9 per cent. in the 
first and second quarters of this year. Much 
making-up of roads is urgently called for in 
the new suburbs growing up around large 
cities, and there is a long list of bridges, 
nearly 6,000 in all, which have been scheduled 
for rebuilding, enlargement or repairs to fit 
them for traffic needs. We feel that an 
acceleration in the rate by which these often 
urgent works are being put in hand would do 
much to reduce this excessively high figure. 
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Current Figures. 

The graphs do not take into account the 
figures for July. ‘* Employment in that 
month,’ states the Gazette, ‘‘ showed a 
decline. among painters, but little change 
among other occupations. Compared with 
a year ago there was an improvement in 
all areas, except in Wales and Northern Ire- 
land, where there was a slight decline. As 
regards individual occupations employment 
was very good with bricklayers, and in some 
cases a shortage uf skilled men was reported; 
with carpenters and plasterers it was good; 
with masons and plumbers it was fair, and 
with other classes it was slack or bad. Com- 
pared with July, 1934, there was an improve- 
ment in all the principal occupations in the 
industry.’’ Taken over all the industry, in- 


cluding labourers, the percentage unem- 


ployed was 15, a decrease on the previous 
year of 1.3 per cent. and an increase over 
June’s figures of 0.6 per cent. 

Building plans approved showed, at 
£9,717,500, an increase of £1,173,800 (or 13.7 
per cent.) over figures for July, 1934.

A first contract for 20,000 tons of cement 
has been placed with Alpha Cement, Ltd., 
for the new Earl’s Court exhibition building, 
which is to be erected at a cost of £1,250,000.
